Chapel of Sacrament, in St. Peters, 
were ordered to leave and some two or 
hree hundred persons, including Car- 
dinal Gibbons, 
who arrived 
from 


Mechlin, just in time, passed slowly 
>ut of St. Peters into the sun-ht piazza 
and the world's iast farewell to the 
| great Pope, was over. Ten minutes 
later the Italian infantry and gen- 
darmes poured out of the basilica and 
lined up upon the steps an imposing 
array. The outer gates were then 
closed and the body of the late Pope 
was left to the tender care of those 
who had watched by Leo XIII in his 
life time. The preparations for this 
evening's interment were immediately 
commenced. 


While the bells of the basilica rang 


out. their daily melodious noon chorus, 
the troops formed in column and were 
marched to the oarracks. Their his- 
toric incursion 
into Vatican terri- 


tory ended without the slightest fric- 
tion. It is estimated that 50,000 peo- 
ple passed since Thursday morning. 
The last funeral mass in St. Peters 


j wa* celebrated t*fte-watnteg fe the 
chapel by Mgr. Panicy, canon of the 


j Vatican Basicila. At the same time 
; funeral masses were celebrated 
in 


most churches of Rome. 


The most imposing ceremony today 


was the reception by the Sacred col- 
lege in the hall of the consistory of 
the whole, diplomatic body accredited 
to the Vatican. All the diplomats 
wore gorgeous uniforms and the Car- 
dinals had on their magnificent robes 
and were seated in huge arm chairs 
according to precedence. The Portu- 
gese ambassador, M. MarUns-Antas, 
dean of the diplomatic corps, was at 
the head of the body. He advanced 
and delivered an adress in French, ex- 
pressing the sorrow ot a!! the horros 
at the death of Pope Leo, who had ac- 
quired the universal esteem of 
the 


world. 


Cardinal Oreglia, dean of the Col- 


lege of Cardinals, rose and answered 
in Italian. He thanked the diplomats 
in the name of the Sacred college for 
the part all the governments 
had 


taken in this mourning of the church. 
He eulogized the Pope and his work 
during his long pontificate, and ended 
with expressing the hope that God will 
suggest to the Sacred college a worthy 
successor to Leo XIII. After this, the 
members of the diplomatic body kissed 


the hands of all the Cardinals and es- 
pecially congratulated Cardinal Oreg- 
lia for the sentiments he had ex- 
pressed and which produced the best 
of impressions.

I" Tremendous Sensation Over Steal- 


ing of Fisherman's Ring. 


New York, July 25.—The Herald's 


, Rome correspondent cables the fol- 
: lowing: 


I 
"The ring of the fisherman, which 


should have been found on the hand 
of the Pope, has disappeared. It is 
not so mucn a question of its material 
as of its extrinsic value, for the ring 
of the fisherman is used to seal the 
papal Dulls and is the outward sign of 
the authority of the Pope. When the 
Cardinal 
Camerlingo certifies 
the 


f death of a Pope he receives the ring 
of the fisherman from the chamberlain 
of His Holiness. It is then destroyed 
in the presence of al' the cardinals at 
the first meeting of the sacred college 
held after the Pope's death. 
! 
But. when Cardinal 
Oreglia. 
the 


present Camerlenpo. had certified to 
the death of Leo XIII. ilonsignor Bis- 
letti was a prey to the deepest des- 
pair and had to admit tbat the ring 
had 
disappeared. Cardinal 
Oreglia, 


who had, as is the mustora, brought 
his declaration of having received the 
ring from the papal chamberlain, all 
written out, had to put it back in his 
pocket. 


Monsignor BiKletti can give no in- 


dication as to the robber. The theft 
must have taken place between the 
death of the Pope and the morning of 
the 
following day when Cardinal 


Oreglia officially certified to his death. 
During this time a large number of 
persons entered the death chamber. 
The disappearance of the ring 
has 


caused a tremendous sensation at the 
Vatican, where it Is the sole subect of 
conversation.

Im- 
ports are larger than In any preceding 
year, and export* are larger than in 
any pr«e«dlnc year, tare in the ex- 
ceptional year 1941. The import* for 
the flrtt tine cro»*ed the billion dol- 
lar line, the total being 11.025,819,127, 
and the exports for the second time 
crowed the 1400 million line, being 
fl,41»,Wlje»0, or practically 1420 mil- 
lions. The mingle year in which the 
value of exports exceeded those of 
1903 la the fiscal year 1901. when the 
total wt» $1,487,764,991. The imports 
exceeded those of 1893 by about 159 
million dollars, and the exports ex- 
ceeded those of 1903 by about 
D<2 


million dollars. The imports, there- 
fore, 
have increased 18.4 per cent 


during the decade, and exports have 
increased 67.5 per cent daring the 
same period. 


Comparing the figures of 1903 with 


those at decennial periods at earlier 
dates, it may be said that the imports 
of 1853 were 263 millions: those for 
1863, 243 millions; for 18*3, 642 mil- 
lions; for 1883, 723 millions, for 1893. 
866 millions, anu for 1903, 1025 mil- 
lions. The exports of 1853 were 20A 
millions, those for Isb3, 204 millions: 
for 1873, 522 millions- for 1883, 823 
millions; for 1893, 847 millions, and 
those for 1903 were within a fraction 
of 1420 millions. 


The imports of 1903, therefore, an» 


less thac four times those of 18f-3 
while the exports for 1903 are practi- 
cally seven times those of 1853. The 
table which follows shows the total 
imports and total exports and the 
grand total of imports a nd exports 
at decennial periods from 1853 to

Professor H. V- Egbert, of Buchte 


College, Akron, one of the leading a* 
troaouiere of the state, gives the to 
lowing directions for locating th 
comet: 


"In order to And the Cornet on> 


must look in the northern heavens ani 
well up in the sky. Looking direcUj 
north and about half way from the 
northern horizon to the point directly 
overhead or the zenith, as it is called 
we Snd the Pole star. It can easil> 
be identified by this statement of it! 
location, and the fact that it is tbi 
brightest star in a considerable spaci 
fn that region. Then about half waj 
from this Pole star to the zenith is 
located the comet. As it i» so near! 
like a star, care must be -exercised in 
hunting for it as it might be easily 
passed over and not recognized as the 
comet ft looks like a star cf medium 
brightness but. as stated before, has a 
decidedly hazy appearance. 
I have 


not had a chance to make any calcu 
latloas on it myself, but probably -wba 
aaa been stated in the daily press i: 
correct—that it will increase in bright 
ness and become easily visible."—Col
